Casement would shake his head with a 
wan mile, then busy himself taking 
notes, Bailey, on the contrary, like a 
stone image, sat with folded arms.

Accused by Trish Soldiers.

ment’s activity at Limburg; how he had 
tried to obtain recruits for the “ Irish 
brigade, and how out of 3,600 only fifty- 
two succumped. 

They described the free distribution of 
Casement’s book, Crimes Against Ire- 
land.“ and of the Gaelic American. One 
seid that Casement in his speeches ad- 
vised them to pay no attention to e- 
land’s umcrowned king,” John Redmond, 
One witness gave the interesting testi- 
mony that the recruiting for the Irish bri- 
gade in Germany is now conducted by an 
American priest, Fr. Nicholson. 

William Egan, one of the Irish soldiers 
testifying, said that Bailey when in the 
Irish brigade ” wore a gray uniform and 
green facings, with a harp or a chamrock 


on each side of the collar, also side arm

According to testimony given by Daniel 
O’Brien, another Irish prisoner who was 
at Limburg during Casement's visits, 
Casement was hissed and hooted out of 
the Limburg camp. Some members of a 
Munster regiment struck Sir Roger and 
several other prisoners, including 
O’Brien, were punished for it.

ATTACK ENEMIES 
AT MANY POINTS 


London Thinks Kaiser ls “Feel 
ng Out” Line Preparatory 
to Now Drive
